Railroads" Role 
Vital To Economy 


Of course it's unrealistic, but an analytical 
piece in the current issue of Railway Progress 
is interesting in its estimates of the effects on 
the American economy should the country« 
railroads suddenly cease to exist. 
Actually, of course, this is a way of em­ 
phasizing what the railroads mean in terms of 
employment, payrolls, and the business they 
create for supplier industries. 
If the railroads were suddenly wiped out, 
says the publication, a million worker* would 
be added to tfcie ranks of the nation s unemploy­ 
ed workers. 
The combined pay of the million 
is $5.3 billion annually. 
There would be a need 
for a sharp increase in federal, state and local 
taxes to offset the $12 billion a year currently 
paid by railroads. 
More than 25.000 concerns spread among 
every one of the 48 states would suffer a loss 
of $2 8 billion in business represented by the 
200 OOO items these carriers now require. 
The 
steel industry would sustain a 58 per cent loss 
in output and patroleum producers would lo*e 
the outlet for 3 4 per cent of sale* 
The result 
would he that supplied industries would he 
forced to cut their payrolls by more than 300,- 
OOO workers. 
Carrying the analysis closer to the indivi­ 
dual, the publication says consumer 
prices, 
among other things, would rise sharply 
because 
no other transportation system can move goods 
more cheaply than U, S. railroads. 
It says that 
one dollar's worth of fuel can move a 40-tnn 
freight car 151 miles but will move two 20*ton 
trucks less than 12 miles on the highway. 
What this imaginative piece fails to point 
out is that if railroads were to he eliminated, 
many, if not all. of the losses it pictures would 
be offset by gains in trucking 
bus lines, air 
transport, shipping, etc., that would move into 
the economic vacuum that would he created. 
The real point it makes, of course, is that 
the railroads can provide service that no other 
form of transportation can perform as efficiently.

lf the FB I file in the Abet spy case ha.* to be pro­ 
duced in court, even if limited to its pertinent paris, 
the case may never be brought to trial because such 
a file would contain direct leads to other files.

already resulted in a number of cases being with­ 
drawn, could protect this spy from an effects e trial 
in our courts.

The F B I has done a masterly job in getting the 
evidence on the Abel rmg. but its work, in thus connec­ 
tion, is obviously not done. No country, operating an 
efficient espionage organization. lea\es it to one group 
During the past few months, the FBI has broken up 
two Russian “ systems" in this country; the likelihood 
is that a dozen or more are at work and that they 
do not know each other 
At one time, the Russians employed American 
natives as couriers and as agents, such as Elizabeth 
Bentley. Whittaker Chambers, Alger Hiss .Julius and 
Kthel Rosenberg—to mention a few who have either 
confessed or been convicted. The American agent be- 
came a problem when some of them evposed them­ 
selves or were exposed by a Congressional committee 
Apparently, the new espionage systems do not include 
many Americans, if any. 
I think, however, that as the work of the Russian 
*pies is unfolded in a court before a jury, it will be 
found that one important center of activity was at 
Fort Monmouth, where Senator Joe McCarthy stubbed 
his toe by uncovering astonishing Army negligence. 
The general assumption after the Army-McCarthy 
hearings was that Joe McCarthy had tried to make 
a case against the Army and had failed. 
As I was 
present at some of the preliminary discussions be­ 
tween Senator McCarthy and Secretary of the Army 
Robert Stevens. I know that what McCarthy was seek­ 
ing at Fort Monmouth was a spy ring that was obvi­ 
ously working there. 
McCarthy was certain that he 
had found it. but the Army desired to axoid a scandal 
and to get rid of the had boys in its own way. However, 
in the conversation at which I wa> present was there 
ever a denial that Fort Monmouth was a seat of 
trouble. 


I again raise this unpleasant issue because 
Abel operated in the electronic field which must 
have included the work al Fort Monmouth. 


The Russian problem has been not only to catch 
up with the United States in electronics, hut to have 
blueprints of what we have done in this field to meas­ 
ure their own advances which have been enormous.

The efficiency of such work is not 
measurable by normal means, because it is always 
assumed that spies will get caught, that some will 
become traitors and that some will become double 
agents. 
The hest espionage system therefore is one 
that duplicates and triplicates its operations and that 
ruthlessly murders those who betray it. 


lf Uh- TBI is hampered by the Jernk* Deci­ 
sion from catching Russian agents at work, we 
shall he weakened in our defenses to a degree that 
is not yet clear to all of our people, certainly not to 
Representative Emanuel Ceiler who has been slow 
in putting through the House Judiciary Committee 
the Keating Bill which is essential to meet this 
crisis. 


Rudolf Ivanovich Abel, also known as “ Mark,” and 
also known as Martin Collins and Emil R. Goldfus, 
should have his day in an American court but the F B I 
files should not be made available to his or any other 
lawyers in whole or in part, lest by that means other 
Russian.

“ Generally speaking it is not 
consistent with the policy of the 
I nited States, as approved by 
the president, that citizens of the 
United State* travel to the area* 
of China under Communist con­ 
trol. 
“ There are many reasons for 
this, and they are cumulative. 
They include the non recognition 
of the regime; the existence of 
a quasi-state of war and the con­ 
tinued application of the Trading 
With The Enemy Act; the refusal 
of Communist China to renounce 
the use of force; and the illegal 
jailing of Americans already in 
China despite promise to let them 
out.” 
This is a clear exposition of 
American policy, and already the 
State Department says it has re­
